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UTM to tear down ‘Wall’ of hate

Sunday afternoon, SGA, the Office of 
Multicultural Affairs and Sigma Phi Epsilon 
sponsored the construction of a shoulder-height 
wall outside the UC. The construction of the wall 
was part of the Writing on the Wall Project, which 
is a key component of Diversity Week at UTM. 

According to event coordinators, the gray brick- 
and-mortar wall is a physical representation of 
oppression and hatred. Sunday, students wrote 
racial slurs and symbols that represent hatred in 
paint on the wall. The wall is to be torn down on 
Thursday as a symbol of seeking social change 
and eradicating hatred. Tearing down the ten- 
foot high wall represents tearing down the walls 
that separate humans, according to organizers. 

The Diversity Week schedule shows that the 
wall, which stands between the UC and Paul 
Meek Library, will remain intact until Thursday 



to remind students about the atrocities and acts 
of inhumanity that create barriers in the world. 

On Monday many students were shocked by 
the slurs on the wall, but most did not take 
offense. Some students reacted negatively to the 
project, however. Several students questioned the 
motives of the project and stood by the wall to tell 
other students about their distaste for the wall. 

Anthony Broussard, senior university stud- 
ies major, said he was too distraught to attend 
class. 'This is a disgrace to the university. They 
asked us to make hate from within with a two 
thousand dollar wall," Broussard said as he 
paced the length of the wall. "Why generate 
a wall of hate when you could make a wall of 
peace and keep it up and not have to tear it 
down? I thought we were over all this (hatred)." 
Broussard accused Multicultural Affairs director 
Luther Mercer, Sigma Phi Epsilon and SGA of 
"sponsoring hate."

New 'myUTMartin' portal 
launching for students at 
the end of November

On November 29 the UTM Portal Team will be 
launching myUTMartin, a portal project devoted to 
bringing together a wide range of information into 
one single web environment. 

"MyUTMartin is basically a secure website 
that students use to make their lives easier," said 
Information Technology Services Assistant Director 
Steve Holt. "We're consolidating multiple user 
names and passwords 
that you use to login to 
systems such as Banner, 

Email and Blackboard, 
and turning it into what 
we call the 'single sign- 
on' feature, meaning 
you sign in only once to 
get access to all three." 

In January UTM 
received one of five $1.5 
million grants from 
the CampusEAI Oracle 
Portal Grant Program. 

Besides having access to 
multiple UTM informa- 
tion systems on a single 
platform, students will 
also be able to customize 
their portal by choos- 
ing from a wide variety of 'portlets' or services to 
display information such as local weather, sports 
scores, movie reviews and more. "The possibilities 
of what we can put into the Portal are endless. If it's 
out there on the Internet, or in our databases here 
on campus we can integrate it into the portal." said 
Holt. "We are open to all suggestions regarding 
what should be added into the system." 

Holt added that even after the launch of myUT- 
Martin, the university's homepage will not undergo 
any major navigational changes, however there will 
be two text-entry fields added to the homepage 
where students will enter a login and password to 
sign on to the portal. 

ITS will be giving away prizes to the first 100 stu- 
dents to log into the portal on November 29. There 
will also be numerous workstations set up around 
campus where students can get live demonstrations 
from ITS on how to use the portal. Any comments 
or suggestions regarding the portal project are to be 
directed to Steve Holt at webmaster@utm.edu.

Bud Grimes, director 
of University Relations, 
asked faculty and staff in 
an e-mail on Monday to 
remember the Williams 
family in their thoughts 
and prayers. 

Joe Lofaro, director 
of Sports Information 
and a former University 
Relations employee, 
said the youth from Oak 
Grove Church have been 
invited to attend UTM 
basketball games on 
Thursday and Saturday 
nights, free of charge, in 
Williams' memory. 

"She taught me respect 
as much as my mom and 
dad did, and she was 
the first person besides 
me to hold my kids," 
Lofaro said. 

"Most of all, she was a 
great friend." 



Laureate speaks on the “Power of One”

Jody Williams, 1997 Nobel Peace 
Prize laureate, spoke Monday eve- 
ning at the Elam Center as part 
of the UTM Academic Speaker 
Series on "The Power of One: 
An Individuals' Impact on Social 
and Political Change." Williams 
won the highly coveted award 
for her work as an advocate for 
international peace and human 
rights. She received worldwide 
acknowledgement for founding 
the International Campaign to 
Ban Landmines. ICBL's efforts led 
to the signing of an international 
treaty to ban antipersonnel land- 
mines in 1997 in Oslo, Norway. 

Williams said that oftentimes 
people become wrapped up in 
their own affairs that they don't 
think about international poli- 
cy, much less the humanitarian 
crises that arise after a war is 
over. "I was at university during 
the Vietnam War, and it was a 
very startling experience to me 
to see unfolding a very different 
American reality," Williams said. 
She added that Vietnam made her 
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more aware of 
world politics. 
"A decade (after 
Vietnam) I saw 
from my per- 
spective the US 
embarking on 
a similar mis- 
....... guided adven-

America." Williams learned 
about the humanitarian crisis in 
Central America from a flyer in 
the Washington subway. 

Williams said that she began 
working to lessen the impact of 
the war on Nicaragua and El 
Salvador's citizens. "The per- 
centage of civilians impacted by 
war has changed dramatically. 
Now, 80 percent are affected," 
she said. 

"In Cambodia, fifty percent of 
the national territory is covered 
in landmines," Williams said. 

Although an international trea- 
ty has been signed, Williams was 
clear that her work was not yet 
done. "The very day the treaty 
was negotiated, we gave them an 
action plan that laid out point by 
point to assure the treaty would

become law. We're still work- 
ing with those nations today," 
Williams said. 

Williams said that all students 
could easily get involved in polit- 
ical advocacy. "When I got that 
pamphlet in the DC subway, it 
said come learn about the issue 
concerning Central America. The 
first step was to go to the speech." 
She said after being convinced 
about the humanitarian crisis in 
Central America, she began to 
volunteer. As she became more 
involved, she made connections 
to get a full-time job instead of 
volunteering. 

The ICBL estimates that up to 
20,000 new casualties are caused 
annually by landmines and unex- 
ploded explosives. Most casual- 
ties target innocent civilians, and 
landmines are indiscriminate in 
their aiming.

Lately, the most common 
reply to the question, "How 
are you?" is "I am totally 
stressed out!" 

Papers, exams, group proj- 
ects, respiratory illnesses, 
financial worries, holiday 
plans, lots of rain, boyfriend 
or girlfriend troubles, prob- 
lems at home, no flu shots, 
more rain. . . The list goes on 
and on. 

When we get stressed, 
we often forget to take care 
of ourselves. We skimp on 
sleep, we eat on the run and 
eat more junk food, we cut 
out exercise and as for a few 
moments of quiet time to 
contemplate - forget it! 

Unfortunately, these self- 
care measures are the very 
things that allow us to cope 
with stress. 

Eating healthfully, sleep- 
ing a reasonable amount and 
making sure to exercise helps 
our bodies to de-stress. Since 
our bodies and our minds are 
so closely connected, physi- 
cal self-care helps us to relax 
and cope. 

The other set of coping 
skills that helps us to get 
through stressful times con-

sists of our attitude, our ap- 
proach and our self-talk. 

When we remember that 
much of the world's popula- 
tion wakes up each day won- 
dering if there will be food to 
eat or a safe place to sleep at 
night, it can help to put our 
problems into perspective. If 
your roommate used the last 
of your shampoo, that is an- 
noying but it certainly isn't 
life-threatening. 

Maintaining a sense of per- 
spective and proportion is 
a major stress-management 
skill. 

Our approach to problem- 
solving also affects our stress 
level. If you tend to avoid 
problems or become very 
passive in the face of conflict, 
your stress will soar. 

If you think you must be 
perfect and adopt an all- 
or-nothing approach to dif- 
ficulties, you will also suf- 



fer. Those who roll with the 
punches most effectively are 
the people who look clearly 
at the problems they face 
and set small, realistic goals 
to chip away at them. 

These people acknowledge 
their need for help when ap- 
propriate, and they don't feel 
diminished by asking some- 
one else for assistance. 

On the other hand, they 
take their own responsibili- 
ties seriously. 

For example, if someone 
with good coping skills is 
struggling in a class, he or 
she may ask a friend for tu- 
toring or go to visit the pro- 
fessor during office hours. 
This person does not expect 
the friend or the professor to 
do the work for him or her, 
and he or she has already 
prepared and tried as hard as 
possible before seeking help. 

What we say to ourselves 
also affects our stress level. 

If you are facing a tough 
situation, and you tell your- 
self "I can't handle this!" you 
are less likely to have a good 



outcome than if you can say 
to yourself, "This is a big 
pain in the rear, but I'll get 
through it." 

Whether your internal dia- 
logue is positive or negative 
is a good indicator of your 
mental health and your cop- 
ing skills. 

In counseling, people learn 
to revise their negative self- 
talk and its consequent dam- 
age to their self-esteem and to 
begin to appraise situations 
realistically but positively. 

I firmly believe that the 
most effective stress-man- 
agement skill - right up there 
with physical self-care, a 
positive attitude, a problem- 
solving approach, and uplift- 
ing self talk - is a sense of hu- 
mor. If you can laugh at life's 
quandaries, you can make it 
through.

The technology fee began 
in 1997-1998, and is only a 
portion of the overall ex- 
penditures for technology 
at UTM. The purpose of the 
$100-per-semester technol- 
ogy fee is to enhance student 
access to computers, increase 
student computer support, 
replace equipment and im- 
prove classroom instruction.

Social work program offers 
scholarships, job placement

Students in northwest Ten- 
nessee have the opportunity 
to obtain a scholarship this 
fall at accredited schools of 
social work and the guaran- 
tee of a future job with the 
Tennessee Department of 
Children's Services (DCS). 

The Tennessee Child Wel- 
fare Worker Certification Sti- 
pend/Tuition Program will 
provide stipends to UTM 
social work students this fall 
and spring. 

Students chosen for the 
scholarship will be required 
to complete two child wel- 
fare classes and an intern- 
ship with DCS. In return, 
they will receive the stipend, 
status as a certified child wel- 
fare worker and a guaranteed 
job at DCS. 

The news comes on the 
heels of DCS's announcement 
of plans to boost the starting 



salaries of front-line case- 
workers from about $22,500 
to nearly $29,000 by 2007. 
Social work students who 
earn certified child welfare 
worker status before gradu- 
ation can begin work at DCS 
at the Case Worker II level, 
which amounts to a $4,000 
raise. By 2007, the starting 
pay of these students could 
be as much as $33,000. 

The changes are part of 
the vision of new state DCS 
Commissioner, Viola Miller, 
as she prioritizes recruiting 
trained professionals for em- 
ployment with the depart- 
ment. 

In addition, UTM is a part 
of a consortium of 13 schools 
with accredited social work 
programs that will provide 
$16 million in training for 
DCS workers across the state 
beginning this fall. UTM 
will train DCS workers in 
the nine-county area of west 
Tennessee. 



Instead of social work- 
ers in these counties going 
to Nashville for training, it 
will be offered at their local 
university. The UTM social 
work program has experi- 
enced an enrollment boom 
and serious competition for 
the stipend/tuition program 
slots is expected. 

Students interested in ap- 
plying for the scholarship 
must be juniors accepted into 
the social work program. 
Requirements include a 3.0 
GPA in social work, a 2.5 
GPA overall, letters of recom- 
mendation, completion of an 
application and interviews to 
be scheduled at a later date. 

The deadline to apply for 
The Tennessee Child Welfare 
Worker Certification Stipend/ 
Tuition Program is Nov. 15.

The Way The Crow Flies 

good, but ending out of place

The Way the Crow Flies , 
penned by Ann Marie 
MacDonald, follows the life 
of the McCarthys. World 
War II has been over for 
about ten years and people 
are holding their breath over 
the Cuban Missile Crisis. 
Jack McCarthy, the patri- 
arch, is an officer in the 
Royal Canadian Air Force. 
He and his wife, Mimi, and 
their two children, Mike and 
Madeline, move to Centralia, 
Canada, where Jack oversees 
an officers' school. 

The story is mainly told 
through the eyes of Madeline, 
a nine year old who wants to 
be just like her father. When 
the new school year begins, 
she immediately dislikes her 
fourth grade teacher, Mr. 
March. Mr. March makes 
Madeline and four other lit- 
tle girls stay after school and 
do "exercises" at his desk. 

During Madeline's short 
time in Centralia, a little girl 
in her class is murdered, a 
young boy is wrongly con- 
victed of the murder and 
Jack, her father, gets involved 



with a government conspira- 
cy that threatens to ruin his 
family life. Everyone should 
read The Way the Crow Flies to 
learn how each family mem- 
ber copes with lies, deceit 
and murder. 

The Orlando Sentinel said, 
"Murder mystery, spy thrill- 
er, historical novel, morality 
play— The Way the Crow Flies 
is all of these. Add several 
interconnected plots and an 
undercurrent of evil in an 
age of innocence and you've 
got an engrossing tale." 

A book from the Today 
Show's Book Club, I like the 
first part of The Way the Crow 
Flies. Reading about how 
nine year old Madeline dealt 
with the turmoil around her 
was interesting, funny and 
endearing. However, Part 
5,or the last 200 pages in the 
book, had no relevance to 
the story. 

Part five shows how 
Madeline dealt with the 
confusing time she had in 
Centralia. Madeline is all 
grown up and still deals 
with her past in her own 
special way. Some people 
might think Part Five wraps 
the story up, but to me, it's a 
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sloppy way to end the book. 
It almost read like Ann Marie 
MacDonald became tired of 
writing about nine year old 
Madeline. She wrote about 
Madeline grown up and liv- 
ing on her own and used 
that as the end of the book. 

The Way the Crow Flies is 
still a great book even with 
Part Five. It just feels out of 
place with the rest of the 
book. In my opinion. The 
Way the Crow Flies could have 
been even better if Part Five 
was cut from the book.

Jamie Fox gives a flawless 
performance about the life 
of legendary singer/song- 
writer Ray Charles in the 
newly released movie Ray.

the floor echoed against the 
wall and, when there was 
an opening in the wall, the 
sound changed, telling him 
that he had approached a 
doorway. 

When on his first date with 
his future wife, he comment- 
ed about the hummingbird 
outside the window, a good 
twenty feet away from their 
table. Amazed, she asked 
him how he knew that there 
was a hummingbird outside 
the window and he said, 
"Because I can hear it." 

The movie demands 
laughter as well as tears 
from the audience, who is 



taken into the movie from 
the start and becomes emo- 
tionally involved in the life 
of Ray Charles. The movie 
is honest and candid, accu- 
rately depicting the life of 
this great legend. Not only 



is Fox's performance spec- 
tacular, but those of the sup- 
porting actors is superb as 
well, becoming the stuff that 
Oscars are made of. This is a 
must see movie.

The Incredibles is a Pixar 
animated film reminiscent 
of True Lies, James Bond 007 
movies.

Despite the 41-14 loss 
to fellow OVC member 
Eastern Kentucky University, 
Saturday afternoon's game 
was full of milestone 
moments for the Skyhawks. 

The game honored four 
seniors ending their careers 
with the Skyhawks: free safety 
and team co-capitan Russell 
Gambrell, tailback Andrew 
Staten, and linebackers Lucas 
Ingram and John Castillo. 

Next on the list was that 
freshman running back 
Donald Chapman, who 
picked up 75 yards rushing 
on the afternoon, came even 
closer to breaking the 1,000 
yards rushing mark for the 
season. He is now only 19 
yards away from being the 
first player to reach the mark 
since 1998. 

Chapman also needs 78 
more yards away from 
breaking the single season 
rushing record which was set 
at 1,058 in 1956. 

Sophomore wide receiver 
Taurean Stephens had five 
receptions and has extended 
his streak of catching at 



least one pass in the last 22 
consectutive games, which 
is every game he has played 
in. 

Stephens is now No. 8 on 
the all time list for receiving 
yards with 1,386 and No. 4 
on career receptions list with 
131. 

Not to be outdone by the 
upperclassmen, fresman 
quarterback Drew Jackson 
and cornerback Kevin Rondo 
both picked up career firsts, 
on Saturday, which would 
be the only points scored by 
UTM. 

Rondo's touchdown came 
after a bad snap by the 
Colonel's center with 3:46 
left in the first half sent the 
ball over the punter's head. 
The EKU kicker initially 
recovered the ball, but 
a fumble was forced by 
freshman outside safety 
Desmon Gault. Rondo then 
recovered in the endzone, 
putting the score at 14-7. 

Jackson put his points on 
the board during the first 
drive of the fourth quarter, 
completing a 30-yard pass 
to Stephens, cutting the EKU 
lead in half, 28-14. 

The Colonels were able to 



score three more times and 
come out on top, 41-14. 

Playing for injured 
quarterback, junior 

Brady Wahlberg, Jackson 
completed 10 of 25 passes for 
a total of 95 yards. He threw 
two interceptions, had two 
fumbles, and was sacked six 
times in his second career 
start. 

Chapman lead the team in 
rushing with his 75 yards. 
Behind him was sophomore 
linebacker Markeseo Jackson 
with 27. 

Defensively, M. Jackson 
also lead the team with 
seven tackles for a total loss 
of four yards. Sophomore 
cornerback Rayvon Sims and 
freshman cornerback Jack 
Greenwood each picked up 
six. Greenwood also had two 
sacks on the afternoon for a 
loss of 12 yards. 

The Skyhawk football team 
will wrap up it's 2004 season 
Saturday against the Murray 
State University Racers. 

Last year, the Racers picked 
up the victory in Martin, 41- 
26. 

Kickoff is scheduled for 
1:30 pm at Roy Stewart 
Stadium, in Murray, Ky.

Kenwright, the junior dis- 
tance runner from Cordova, 
Tenn., ran the fastest 8,000- 
meter time in UTM history 
with 26:47 in the 2004 Uni- 
versity of Evansville Invita- 
tional. 

"Derrick received this dis- 
tinction the old fashioned 
way - he earned it," said 
cross country head coach 
Gordon Sanders. "His dou- 
ble-day runs, including fre- 
quent 10-mile runs are pay- 
ing off." 

The men's team finished 
eighth at the meet, while 
the women finished ninth. 

Week of 11/3/2004 

For the third time this 
year, Donald Chapman has 
been named Skyhawk of 
the Week. 

The freshman running 
back from Marietta, Ga., 
rushed for a career-high 
and school record 272 
yards and scored a touch- 
down against host South- 
east Missouri State last 



Saturday. 

Chapman is the first 
Skyhawk to rush for more 
than 200 yards in a game 
since 1997. He also set a 
new school record for rush- 
ing attempts with 41, which 
beat the old record of 33 set 
in 1956.

Robert Kelley, sophomore geology major 
from Rutherford, also took offense to the 
wall and saw the painted slanders as a dis- 
grace to minorities. "It sucks. They're just 
rubbing it in our face," Kelley said. "It's a 
disgrace to have on our campus. No matter 
what the intentions are, it builds up a barrier 
more than what exists." 

Haley Simmons, treasurer for the Black 
Student Association, said the BSA endorsed 
the wall. In the BSA's executive council meet- 
ing, there was dispute over which words 
should be put on the wall, but the final 
decision of BSA was to leave those disputed 
slurs on the wall. "Not to put them up would 
be denying the problem," Simmons said. 
He also said BSA members and leadership 



helped paint words on the wall on Sunday 
evening. Simmons said, "I believe it might 
raise awareness with Diversity Week on 
campus." 

Several African-American students who 
took offense to the project stood around 
the wall for more than a half hour trying to 
understand why university officials would 
permit the Writing on the Wall project. 
One anonymous student loosened a brick, 
smashed it on the concrete and walked 
away. 

The Writing on the Wall Project began 
in 2001 at the University of Utah with 
the university's Human Issues Education 
Committee.
